ANIMAL  CASINGS  OF  FOREIGN  ORIGIN 

Certificates  required  by  B.  A.  I.  Order  305  and  instructions  issued  thereunder, 
which  bear  the  official  title  of  the  high  official  of  the  foreign  country  as  specified 
below,  will  be  acceptable  with  animal  casings  offered  for  importation  into  the 
United  States. 

The  certificates  must  also  bear  the  signature  of  the  high  official  of  the  national 
government  having  jurisdiction  over  the  health  of  animals  in  the  foreign  country 
in  which  the  casings  originated,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  high  officials  are 
changed  from  time  to  time  it  is  impracticable  to  publish  their  names.

MARES  ON  IMPORT  MEAT  CONTAINERS 

Referring  to  the  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  June 
1935  under  the  caption  "Procedure  for  handling  and  inspecting  imported  meats", 
in  the  future  outside  containers  in  which  true  containers  of  foreign  meat  and 
meat  food  products  are  shipped  to  the  United  States  will  be  required  to  bear  the 
true  name  of  the  product  and  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin  in  a  prominent 
and  legible  manner. 

Stencils,  box  dies,  and  brands  on  outside  containers  of  foreign  meat  and  meat 
food  products  need  not  be  submitted  to  the  Washington  office  for  approval. 
However,  such  marks  shall  be  carefully  examined  by  inspectors,  and  if  it  is  found 
that  they  are  false  or  deceptive  the  meat  or  meat  food  products  shall  be  refused 
entry. 

The  marks  of  inspection  of  foreign  governments  embossed  on  metal  containers 
or  branded  on  carcasses  or  parts  thereof  need  not  be  submitted  for  approval. 

All  labels  and  marks  on  immediate  or  true  containers  as  well  as  private  brands 
on  carcasses  or  parts  of  carcasses  shall  be  submitted  for  approval. 

REPORTING  INSPECTIONS  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES  VETERANS'  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Procurement  Division,  United  States  Veterans'  Administration,  has 
requested  that  the  mailing  of  copies  of  M.  I.  Forms  148  (revised)  to  its  Wash- 
ington office  be  discontinued,  and  that  these  copies  of  the  forms  be  submitted 
with  the  reimbursement  claims  at  the  end  of  each  month.  Accordingly  on  and 
after  May  1,  1936,  the  copies  of  the  forms  previously  mailed  to  the  Washington 
office  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  should  be  retained  by  inspectors  in  charge 
until  the  end  of  each  month,  and  then  forwarded  to  this  office  attached  to  the 
Form  T-69  showing  the  inspection  charges  for  the  month. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  also  directed  to  furnish  contractors  copies  of  M.  I. 
Forms  148  (revised)  and  render  such  assistance  to  managers  of  Veterans'  Admin- 
istration facilities  in  their  vicinity  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  delivery  to 
the  facilities  of  only  such  food  articles  as  conform  to  specifications.

New  York  Central  Railroad  Co.,  interstate  movement  of  infectious  car  without 
prior  cleaning  and  disinfection  under  Bureau  supervision  (New  York  to  Ohio), 
$100  fine. 

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  536. — In  re  Richey-Shafler,  Inc.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  March  4,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it,  had  engaged 
in  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  con- 
nection with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  Hearings  were  held  in  March 
and  April.  On  April  29  the  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the 
unfair,  unjustW  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice  and  device  of  giving  or 
offering  to  give  any  money  or  any  part  of  any  commission  to  any  livestock 
trucker  or  shipper  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  said  trucker  or  shipper  to  deliver 
livestock  to  respondent  for  sale  in  commerce. 

Docket  No.  I^Xo. — Pursuant  to  a  complaint  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture on  February  14,  1934,  alleging  that  certain  packers  were  violating  the 
Packers  and  Stockvards  Act,  hearings  were  held  extending  over  several  months 
in  1934  and  1935.  "  The  Secretary  on  March  30,  1936,  ordered  11  packing  com- 
panies to  cease  and  desist  from  price  fixing,  apportioning  of  territory,  and  related 
practices  in  the  merchandising  of  meats  in  certain  Southern  States.  This  order 
becomes  effective  May  10,  1936.  The  packers  cited  in  the  order  are:  Armour  & 
Co.,  Abraham  Brothers  Packing  Co.,  Cudahy  Packing  Co.,  Jacob  Bold  Packing 
Co.,  John  Morrell  &  Co.,  Memphis  Packing  Corporation,  Swift  &  Co.,  Wilson  & 
Co.,  North  American  Provision  Co.,  George  A.  Hormel  &  Co.,  and  the  Birming- 
ham Packing  Co.  The  charges  against  the  St.  Louis  Independent  Packing  Co. 
were  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  Ii.79. — Hearing  has  been  indefinitely  postponed  on  the  basis  of 
stipulations  entered  into  by  the  respondent  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Docket  No.  501. — In  re  Blain  Live  Stock  Commission  Co.,  Inc.,  Grand  Island, 
Nebr.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  November  5,  1935,  issued  an 
inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act 
in  that  it  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable 
bond  to  suitable  trustees  or  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to 
secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer. 
A  hearing  was  held  on  January  29,  1936.  Respondent  did  not  deny  that  it  had 
not  filed  a  bond,  but  claimed  that  the  area  now  used  at  the  stockyards  for  han- 
dling livestock  is  less  than  20,000  square  feet.  An  investigation  was  made  and 
the  evidence  in  the  case  discloses  that  the  area  now  used  for  handling  livestock 
is  less  than  that  required  by  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  for  a  posted  stock- 
yard. Therefore,  on  April  23,  1936,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  ordered  that 
the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Grand  Island,  Nebr.,  be  deposted  and  the  inquiry  in 
this  case  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  517. — In  re  W.  N.  Weaver  &  Co.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  December  31,  1935,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  had  failed, 
neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable 
trustees,  or  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity,  to  secure  the  per- 
formance of  its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.     On  February 
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3,  1936,  respondent  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  and 
waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  March  12  respondent  made  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments with  a  market  agency  at  the  Pittsburgh  Joint  Stock  Yards  to  clear  its 
business  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  On  April  1  respondent  was  ordered  to 
cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  without 
executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond,  or  furnishing  some  other  form  of 
satisfactory  indemnity,  to  secure  the  performance  of  its  obligations. 

Docket  No.  522. — In  re  Emerson  Yake,  Springfield,  Ohio.  The  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  January  27,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  re- 
spondent had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  had  failed, 
neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable 
trustees  or  to  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the 
performance  of  his  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  On 
March  23,  1936,  respondent  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged 
and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  April  14,  1936,  the  respondent  was  suspended 
from  registration  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  for  a  period  of  6  months  with 
leave,  however,  during  said  period  to  apply  for  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon 
the  filing  of  a  reasonable  bond  or  the  furnishing  of  other  satisfactory  indemnity 
to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations.  He  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist 
from  doing  business  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  without  executing  and  main- 
taining a  reasonable  bond,  or  furnishing  some  other  form  of  satisfactory 
indemnity. 

Docket  No.  523. — A'^.  L.  Hayes,  Arthur  Jobson,  and  W.  G.  Hustead  v.  Crider 
Bros.  Commission  Co.,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
on  January  30,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  had  used  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory, 
and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connection  with  the  handling  of  livestock  in 
commerce.  This  inquiry  was  based  on  complaints  made  bj'  the  above-named 
parties  asking  for  reparation  in  various  amounts  as  damages  for  failure  of  re- 
spondent to  comply  with  and  complete  its  contracts.  A  hearing  was  held  on 
February  11.  Respondent  filed  a  brief  on  April  1,  1936.  The  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture concluded  that  tlie  evidence  submitted  sustains  the  things  alleged  in  the 
inquiry,  and  that  reparation  should  be  awarded  to  the  complainants.  Therefore, 
on  April  25  respondent  was  ordered  to  pay,  within  30  days,  reparation  in  the 
amounts  claimed,  with  interest  at  6  percent  from  December  1,  1935.  The 
respondent  was  also  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  engaging  in  and  using  the 
unfair  and  deceptive  practice  complained  of. 

Docket  No.  524. — A.  L.  Fitzsimmons  v.  Farmers  Union  Livestock  Commission, 
Inc.,  Denver,  Colo.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  February  14,  1936, 
issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act  in  that  it  had  engaged  in  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and 
deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connection  with  the  handling  of  livestock  in 
commerce.  This  inquiry  was  based  on  an  informal  complaint  asking  for  repara- 
tion in  the  amount  of  $117.35  as  damages  for  the  failure  of  respondent  to  deliver 
to  complainant  63  cattle  which  he  alleged  he  had  purchased.  A  hearing  was  held 
on  February  24.  Written  arguments  were  filed  by  both  the  complainant  and 
respondent.  The  complainant  also  filed  a  brief.  As  there  was  no  evidence 
brought  out  in  support  of  complainant's  contention  that  he  was  damaged  in  the 
amount  named  above,  his  claim  being  wholly  speculative  and  insufficient  to  sup- 
port an  award  of  reparation,  the  case  was  dismissed  on  April  25,  1936. 

Docket  No.  538. — In  re  J.  E.  Pyke,  Springfield  and  Marion,  Ohio.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  March  7,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  re- 
spondent had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  had  failed, 
neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable 
trustees  or  to  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the 
performance  of  his  obligations  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  On  or  about 
March  16  respondent  filed  a  proper  bond  and  on  March  23  admitted  the  truth 
of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  April  16 
respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a  market 
agency  and  dealer  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  or 
furnishing  some  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  performance 
of  his  obligations. 

Stockyards  Posted  - 

The  Producers  Stock  Yards,  located  at  Fostoria,  Ohio,  was  posted  on  April  1, 
1936,  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.  The 
Fort  Smith  Stock  Yards,  located  at  Alexanders,  Okla.,  was  posted  on  April  20, 
1936. 
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PERMITTED  ARSENICAL  CATTLE  DIP 

Manufacturer 

The  Bureau  has  granted  permission  for  the  use  of  Lone  Star  Cattle  Dip,  manu- 
factured by  the  Industrial  Materials  Co.,  Buck  and  McCall  Streets,  Houston, 
Tex.,  in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks.  The  dilution  for  dipping  cattle  for 
interstate  movement  is  1  gallon  of  dip  to  not  more  than  127  gallons  of  water. 
This  will  yield  a  solution  containing  not  less  than  0.22  percent  actual  arsenious 
oxide.

RECENT  CHANGES  IN  BUREAU  ORGANIZATION  AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE  PERSONNEL 

A  new  research  unit,  to  be  known  as  the  Animal  Nutrition  Division,  has  been 
established  effective  May  1,  1936.  Dr.  Paul  E.  Howe,  who  has,  since  1924,  been 
senior  biochemist  in  charge  of  nutrition  investigations  in  the  Animal  Husbandry 
Division,  is  chief  of  the  new  division.  The  reorganization  places  increased  em- 
p  hasis  on  research  in  fundamental  problems  of  feeding  and  nutrition  of  farm 
animals.  For  the  most  part  the  new  division  will  use  existing  personnel  and 
research  facilities,  plus  enlarged  new  laboratory  space  and  equipment  made  avail- 
able by  the  Department's  current  building  program  at  the  National  Agricultural 
Research  Center,  Beltsville,  Md.  Dr.  Howe,  in  addition  to  heading  this  new  divi- 
sion in  the  Bureau,  has  been  named  as  an  assistant  chief  of  Bureau.  N.  R.  Ellis  is 
assistant  chief  of  the  new  division. 

Following  are  additional  recent  changes  in  administrative  personnel: 

Dr.  Edward  C.  Joss  has  been  appointed  chief  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Division, 
succeeding  Dr.  A.  J.  Pistor,  deceased.  Dr.  George  E.  Totten,  formerly  in  charge 
of  the  Bureau's  meat-inspection  and  stockyards  station  at  Chicago,  has  been 
appointed  assistant  chief  of  the  division.  Both  appointments  became  effective 
March  16,  1936. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Schwartz  has  been  appointed  Chief  of  the  Zoological  Division, 
succeeding  Dr.  Maurice  C.  Hall,  who  recently  transferred  to  the  National  Institute 
of  Health  of  the  Treasury  Department.  Dr.  Emmett  W.  Price  is  assistant  chief 
of  the  division.     Both  of  these  appointments  became  effective  May  1,  1936. 

REPORTS  OP  INJURIES  TO  EMPLOYEES 

Hereafter,  every  injury  resulting  in  any  medical  charge  against  the  Compensa- 
tion Commission  or  in  any  disability  for  work  beyond  the  day  in  which  it  occurs 
should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau.  Such  forms  need  not  be  rendered  in  duplicate 
nor  be  accompanied  by  letter  of  transmittal,  unless  necessary  to  convey  informa- 
tion which  cannot  conveniently  be  stated  in  the  formal  report. 

Bills  for  medical  or  hospital  services  should  be  mailed  direct  to  the  Commission. 

REPORT  ON  PROBATIONARY  APPOINTEES 

Under  the  heading  "Remarks"  on  standard  form  no.  17  should  be  given  a 
brief  statement  of:  (1)  The  employee's  abilitiy  (fair,  average,  or  exceptional), 
(2)  mention  of  any  particular  qualifications,  (3)  attitude  toward  the  work  and 
coworkers,  and  (4)  any  other  information  that  might  assist  the  Washington  office 
in  forming  an  opinion  of  the  employee  concerned.

ABSENCE  WITHOUT  PERMISSION  OR  AS  THE  RESULT  OF 
MISCONDUCT 

In  cases  where  employees  absent  themselves  from  duty  without  permisions 
and  fail  to  give  a  satisfactory  explanation  warranting  the  granting  of  leave  with 
pay  or  report  for  duty  showing  the  effects  of  intoxicants  or  other  narcotics  and 
are  sent  home  to  get  in  condition,  and  submit  applications  for  annual  or  sick 
leave  to  cover  such  absence,  inspectors  in  charge  are  authorized  to  show  such 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  as  on  leave  without  pay  during  such  absence,  but 
should  forward  the  employee's  application  for  annual  or  sick  leave  to  the  Washing- 
ton office  with  his  report  and  recommendation  covering  the  misconduct.  Should 
the  Washington  office  decide  not  to  approve  the  application  for  annual  or  sick 
leave  in  such  case,  but  decree  that  such  absence  should  be  without  pay,  the  pay 
roll  so  indicating  absence  without  pay  will  stand,  but  should  application  for  annual 
or  sick  leave  be  approved  a  supplemental  pay  roll  may  be  rendered  to  the  Wash- 
ington office  where  arrangements  will  be  made  to  pass  it  along  for  payment. 

This  practice  is  not  considered  contrary  to  notice  in  Service  Announcements 
for  December  1934.
